Washington, Nov. 3.—BHight lives 
were lost when the transport Finland 
was attacked by a submarine, and one 
man is missing. 

This was made known by the war 
and navy departments following the 
original announcement of the attack. 

The first announcement made it ap- 
pear that no fatalities resulted. The 
latest report gives the names of those 
who lost their lives, btit*fails to add 
many details. 

In both announcements the govern- 
ment officials gave out all the informa- 
tion in their possession, Further re- 
ports from the navy officials in English 
waters are expected at any time, 

Two of Naval Guard Lost. 

Of the eight lost two were seamen 
of the naval gun crew, one a fireman, 
one a barber, one a waiter, one a 
mess boy, one a private of infantry 
and „one a member of the transport 
workers’ battalion. The missing man 
was a member of the naval gun crew.
